Camp Sussex, 

Feb. 20, 1941. 

Dear Mrs. Orris:—As you see, I 
finally got around to thanking you 
for the Chronicle which I havé been 
receiving regularly for some time 
now. I like to keep posted on che 
home town news as it brings back 
many fond recollections. We have 
been under quarantine for a month 
now, due to an outbreak of mumps. 
There are several boys in the 
Battery that I knew in civilian life 
prior to my enlistment. I even met 
two boys from Vancouver whom I 
had previously known. I guess that 
is why this old world seems just like 
a big back yard. Sussex is a 
beautiful villiage, and the river 
runs between it and the camp, but 
in the back of our minds, we can 
still see the sun setting behind the 
dear old rockies.

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“ALL IS NOT WELL” 


It is not the duty of aan _ editor 
of a country weekly to delve into 
the private lives of the people he 
serves. But it is the privilege of a 
country editor to record and discuss 
the public life of his community. 
Availing ourselves of this privilege 
we attended the annual meeting of 
the villiage ratepayers last Friday 
evening. 

Our residence in the district has 
been of sufficiently short duration 
to enable us to view the passing 
show about us with a certain modi- 
cum of independence. It was in this 
frame of mind we entered the hall 
for the meeting. Two hours later, 
at its close, we left the hall disil- 
lusioned, perturbed and _ slightely 
disgusted. 

We had thought the people of 
this community as grand a group of 
people you could meet anywhere 
We still think they are—everywhere 
else but at a village ratepayers 
meeting. Whatever gets into people 
when they begin to play petty 
politics we do not know, but Fdriay 
evening certainly brought out the 
M*. Hyde characterictics of some of 
our citizens. 

This metting was a public meet- 
ing of the ratepayers of the village. 
As such was the privilege of any 
ratepayer to ask whatever question 
he wished regarding the affairs of 
the village. It was the duty of the 
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council to answer these questions 
to the best of its ability, and it was 
the duty of the chairman to see 
that everyone was given a_ fair 
hearing and that order ws kept 
when someone had the flvor. No 
less was it the duty of the rate- 
payers attending the me ing to 
conduct themselves in a _ proper 
manner. 


That is what it should hive been 
but what actually happened was 
quite a different matter. No fault 
could be found with the sccretary- 
treasurer or the conduct of the 
councillors, they did their best to 
explain any questions that were 
asked, but over all there seemed to 
hang a feeling of expectancy, of 
anticipation, of the gathering of 
forces ready to pounce upon “the 
big bad wolf” should he so much as 
dare to put his big toe over the 
chalk line and let out even the 
mildest of growls, which he did. 

We hold no brief for Mr. Brown 
or any other of the ratepayers who 
asked questions the council did not 
like to be asked, but we do most 
emphatically hold that Mr. Brown 
and any other ratepayer had a 
right to ask those questions and to 
be answered in a gentlemanly way 
no matter which side of the fence 
they sat on. It was also the duty 
of the chairman to see that the 
questioner was given a hearing and 
answered by the proper persons, 
instead of several people in the 
audience all attempting to give an 
answer at the same time. Nor do 
we think the chairman was justi- 
fied in threatening to remove Mr. 
Brown from the hall. Indeed Mr. 
Brown was quite often in order 
when the audience was out of order. 

And it all seemed so silly because 
there was no justification for all 
the uproar. If the tenents of rules 
of order on the part of the chair 
and of good manners on the part 
of the ratepayers had been ob- 
served, everything would have been 
serene. 


We hope no one will be offended 
at this well-meant bit of chiding. 
We had it in our system and we had 
to get it out. So there it is, let's 


forget it and not let it happen 
again. 


It must be reported by an im- 
partial observer that wartime 
patriotism and peace time politics 


do not mix well along Parliament 
Hill, and if this truism is born in 
mind, the man-in-the-street thro- 
ughout this country will be in a 
much better position to understand 


what ig really happening at the 
present time in the stormy § ses- 
sional drama in the nation’s capi- 
tal, with the gentle hint or sug- 
gestion that no political elements 


in Ottawa have any monoply on 
patriotism or loyality in the heated 
discussions or argumentations over 
the principles or necessity of con- 
scription for overseas service at 
this stage of the war. In other 
words, though each representative 
of the people is entitled to express 
and to defend an opinion on this 
issue of the moment, yet a veteran 
and impartial observer must con- 
fess quite readily that in the de- 
bates in the House of Commons, 
Senate or lobbies, those labyrinthe 
passages where much more takes 
place than the man-in-the-street 
can realize, there has been a strong 
and diabolic admixture of sectional 
feclings, political fueds, and per- 
scnal passions of a kind that some- 
times may produce a national con- 
ecction that is most most undesir- 
able at a crucial period such as the 
present time. Indeed, some of the 
cxpressions or arguments used do 
not require the services of an ex- 


pert to analyse and to diagnose as 
indicative of the evistance of such 
feelings, fueds, or passions, par- 
ticularly when the interests of 
national unity demand that the 
cool facts only shall be discussed in 
considering Canada’s war effort up 
to this point in the struggle. 


In all other English speaking 
nations, there is a concerted effort 
to drive politics out of the life of 
the nation for the duration of the 
war. They consider that national 
unity is the greatest need of the 
moment, This does not mean that 
only those representatives of the 
people, who support the opinion of 
the Government one hundred per 
cent have a monoply on patriotism 
or loyalty because they approve of 
those policies. This is not true. It 
is in the best interests of national 
unity and defence that a strong 
Official Opposition should function 
and that criticisms should exist 
where these are necessary. It is 
recognized that a strong Official 
is even more important and more 
essential in wartime than in peace- 
time. But mere dissension based 
on sectional feelings, political 
feuds, and personal passions is 
most harmful at this time. 

In the Motherland, while legiti- 
mate criticisms are even invited by 
the Government, yet strife between 
political parties has been suspended 
entirely for the duration of the war. 


But Parliament functions as usual 
and the representatives of the 
people have the fullest scope to 
criticize the Government and to 
control its policies. And, indeed 
they do. 

In the United States, political 
activities have been suspended 
completely and a state of armistice 
exists, if not final peace. But both 
the Senate and Congress carry on 
ag usual, with the two political 
parties system in opposition or 
check upon one another’s actions 
only for the purpose of achieving a 
maximum war effort by that 
nation, without any political strife 
being tolerated by either Republi- 
can or Democratic sides. In fact, 
there has always been a two poli- 
tical parties system during wartile 
in the United States. The oppos- 
ition has always existed in peace or 
war. This was the case when the 
United States was at war against 
England in 1812. This was the case 
when the Uniteh S was at war 
against Mexico in 1845. This was 
the case when the Uniter States 
was engaged in World War No. 1. 

However, in Canada, the con- 

eription for overseas issue has re- 
vived feelings, passions, and feuds 
of a nature that should not exist if 
a united war effort is to be waged 
according to long-range plans, if 
the people, parliament, patriotism, 
politics, and a maximum war effort 
are to be elements of the body 
politic in complete unison, and if 
the leaders charged with their re- 
sponsible duties are to carry them 
out in total agreement with one 
another. In plain language, state- 
ments or expessions have been 
made by leaders in answer to con- 
tinued provocations, though there 
is no doubt that much time had to 
be waster in these activities, es- 
pecially at a time when leaders 
have tremendous work of a more 
important kind to carry out in con- 
nection with war responsibilities in 
their Departments instead of en- 
gaging in debate which is unlikely 
to affect the situation. 

When Hon. J. L. Ralston, Minis- 
ter of National Defence, was forced 
to lift the veil on the Govern- 
ment’s manpower question, he 
merely stated: “We cannot know 
what is ahead, and I feel impelled 
to say that if the Voluntary System 
does not meet the needs of the 
fateful days ahead of us, then I 
shall feel it my duty as part of my 
responsibility to advocate adoption 
of the the other method”. 

When Hon. James’ Gardiner, 
Minister of Agriculture, decided to 
answer critics of the Government, 
he merely stated: “I shall never 
say that under no circumstances 
will I support conscription, but I 
will say that until such time as I 
am convinced that we can get in 
Canada a more effective force 
under voluntary cnlistment for 
overseas service I am against con- 
scription. ‘Yes’ on the plebiscite 
will leave me free to make my de- 
cision with all the facts known.” 

When Hon. Ian MacKenzie of 
Pensions and health, deemed it 
necessary to reply to affirm his 
position, he merely stated: “If we 
get a mandate in the affirmative to 
release us from our pledges,.and !f 
voluntary enlistments should not be 
sufficient to provide these rein- 
forcements, as far as I am concern- 
ed, my recommendation would be 
to resort to all measures and 
means that may be necessary to see 
that these essential reinforcements 
of trained men are forthcoming, 
and forthing in time.” 

When Hon. Angus Macdonald, 
Minister of Naval Affairs, found it 
advisable to answer a critic of the 
Government, he merely stated: 
“We'll do the right thing.” 

These and other remarks made in 
the House of Commons on various 
occasons by responsible voices of 
the Government do not change the 
situation, nor pledge, of the leaders 
in regard to conscription for over- 
seas service. It is obvious merely re- 
petition over and over again of the 
same truism that, when a nation is 
at war and a voluntary method 
does not avail, then compulsory 
means must be adopted, if this is in 
the public interest. Nevertheless, 
the debates and argumentations 
over the conscription for overseas 
service took up much time of the 
representatives of the people in 
Parliament and in lobbies, produc- 
ed many heated exchanges between 
members .of all. political , parties 


where there was a revival of poli- 
tical passions, sectional feuds, and 
personal feelings, and caused lead- 
ers to spend much energy as we]! as 
valuable time in futile or fruitless 
debate. 

In reality, well-informed ob- 
servers along Parliament Hill hold 
that much of the discussion of the 
issue of conscription for overseas 
service did not only fail to produce 
a cure or remedy for the chronic 
dissension over this delicate point 
but they did not revolve about the 
real facts of the war and Canada’s 
effort up to this stage of the strug- 
gle, with the storm clouds bringing 
forth not much more than a whirl- 
wind of fiery words and a flood of 
passionate feelings that.often be- 
clouded the true issues as well as 
damaged national unity, political 
peace, and attempts to avoid undue 
lengthinging of the session. (Re- 
production prohibited, 1942, Edu- 
cational Features Syndicate.)

“As a requilt of information given 
to us”, says Mr. Campbell, “we have 
sent out certain persons to make 
sugar purchases for the Board, in 
excess of the amounts allowed for 
their families. In many cases it 
was found that merchants filled 
these orders without any question 
whatever, and without taking the 
name of the purchaser. Retailers, 
as well as consumers, are bound by 
the sugar-rationing regulations and 
must observe them”. 


The regulations allow’ three- 
quarters of a pound of sugar per 
person—50 per cent more than the 
allowance in Great Britain—and 
supplies may be bought for two 
weeks in advance. A family of four

may buy 6 pounds of sugar each 
two weeks and a family of six, 9 
pounds.
